November 8th for one week. He will probably sign 3D2RW/R. QSL via home call. 


41, PHILIPPINES. Robin, DU9RG, reports to OPDX that he will be signing with special 
prefix 4I9RG for the month of November. This special prefix is to celebrate the 65th 
anniversary of the Philippine Amateur Radio Association (PARA).
